Our  soil  here  in  the  Miami  valley 
is  a  clayey  loam,  with  a  limestone  clay  sub¬ 
soil,  that  is  adapted  to  the  growth  of  peony 
plants  with  vigor. 

We  use  care  that  stock  shall  be  true  to 
name,  and  healthy,  and  if  any  should  prove 
to  be  otherwise,  will  replace  free  of  cost  to 
the  purchaser.  We  personally  superintend 
the  digging  and  packing,  and  if  for  any  rea¬ 
son,  the  plants  do  not  prove  satisfactory,  you 
may  depend  on  us  to  adjust  same  to  your 
satisfaction. 

Terms  are  net  cash  unless  otherwise 
arranged.  The  prices  herein  supercede  all 
former  lists.  Our  prices  have  been  placed 
as  low  as  consistent  with  the  quality  of 
plants  we  send  out,  and  our  practice  of  free 
delivery  anywhere  in  the  United  States. 

Size  of  Plants:  At  prices  quoted  are  for 
good  strong  standard  divisions,  3  to  5  eyes, 
in  most  cases  from  dividing  2  to  3  year  old 
plants.  In  some  cases  we  use  one  year  old 
plants  without  dividing.  We  do  not  recom¬ 
mend  so  called  one  eye  divisions,  but  to  meet 
a  demand  for  such,  we  will  supply  of  any 
peonies  selling  for  $3.00  or  more.  Good  2 
eye  divisions  for  3-5  the  list  price  for  the 
regular  size.  Our  object  is  to  give  good 
value  for  the  money.  Not  how  little,  but 
how  much  can  we  afford  to  give  for  the  price 
paid,  and  the  repeat  orders  sent  in  go  to 
show  that  our  efforts  are  appreciated. 
Orders  should  be  sent  as  early  as  possible  as 
stock  of  rarest  varieties  is  limited,  and  ship¬ 
ments  are  made  in  the  order  received.  Please 
advise  whether  shipment  is  to  be  by  express 
or  parcel  post. 

If  our  plants  please  you  tell  your  friends, 
if  not,  kindly  advise  us. 
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We  find  it  is  far  better  to  see  a  plant  and 
its  bloom  in  the  field  than  to  select  from  a 
catalog  be  it  ever  so  well  illustrated  or  de¬ 
scribed  in  word  pictures  and  would  there¬ 
fore  suggest  that  if  you  are  situated  so  you 
can  arrange  a  visit  to  the  peony  and  iris 
field,  it  will  be  a  revelation  to  you.  Then 
you  can  compare  the  wonderful  colors,  and 
choose  the  ones  that  appeal  to  you.  Visitors 
always  welcome. 

Cultural  Directions 

Peonies  and  Irises  thrive  in  most  any  soil 
that  is  not  too  wet.  Should  it  be  inclined 
to  be  acid,  a  light  dressing  of  lime  will  be 
beneficial.  Never  permit  fresh  manure  to 
come  in  contact  with  the  roots.  Bone-meal 
is  a  safe  proposition,  and  well  decomposed 
barnyard  manure  may  be  worked  around  the 
plants,  but  not  over  the  crown  of  the  plants. 
Peonies  should  be  planted  at  least  3  feet 
apart,  and  for  field  culture  rows  should  be 
1  feet  apart.  The  plants  should  be  set  so 
the  too  buds  are  2  to  3  inches  below  the  sur¬ 
face  of  the  soil.  Deeper  planting  may  cause 
shy  blooming.  September  and  October  are 
the  best  months  to  set  peonies,  but  they  may 
be  set  any  time  before  the  ground  freezes. 
The  plants  start  growth  too  early  to  handle 
well  in  the  spring;  we  therefore  never  advise 
spring  setting. 

Irises  should  be  planted  rather  shallow, 
just  covering  the  rhizome,  and  both  peonies 
and  irises  are  better  planted  in  full  sunlight, 
away  from  trees  and  shrubs  and  not  too  close 
to  the  walls  of  a  building,  although  they 
may  endure  partial  shade.  Give  good,  clean 
shallow  cultivation  and  you  will  be  rewarded 
with  fine  bloom. 

This  descriptive  list  with  prices  should  be 
filed  for  reference  another  season,  when  we 
may  issue  a  new  price-list  without  the  de¬ 
scriptive  matter.

A  Blight  Resisting  Pear 


While  traveling  in  Preble  County,  Ohio, 
about  20  years  ago,  my  attention  was  call¬ 
ed  to  a  pear  tree  supposed  to  be  a  seed¬ 
ling  that  was  then  probably  60  or  75 
years  old,  and  was  yet  vigorous,  healthy 
and  productive,  and  some  top-grafted 


trees  of  this  original  one,  in  the  same 
neighborhood  at  the  age  of  at  least  20 
years,  were  also  free  of  any  fireblight, 
that  induced  me  as  a  nurseryman  to 
propagate  the  same  and  I  named  it  Max¬ 
ine.  I  now  have  a  dozen  trees  of  ilt  in 
orchard  fruiting;  one  of  them  standing 
within  fifteen  feet  of  a  Beurre  Bose  pear 
tree  that  blights  badly  each  year,  and  yet 


this  tree  nor  any  of  my  other  Maxine’s 
has  ever  shown  a  twig  of  fireblight. 

Maxine  is  on  trial  at  a  number  of  ex¬ 
periment  Stations.  It  is  similar  in  form 
and  color  to  Bartlet,  with  a  vinous  sub- 
acid  flavor,  that  some  pronounce  equal  to 
Bartlet,  no  grit  or  hard  core,  very  pro¬ 
ductive  annual  bearer,  as  shown  by  the 
cut  which  shows  a  branch  from  a  tree 
that  bore  three  successive  crops  that 
broke  some  of  the  limbs.  Highly  recom¬ 
mended  for  canning.  Repeat  orders  from 
our  customers  prove  this. 

A  blight  resistant  pear  has  long  teen 
wanted  and  we  have  it  in  this  one, 
whether  it  will  prove  to  be  entirely  im¬ 
mune  remains  for  scientists  to  determine 
by  inoculation. 

We  named  and  introduced  the  Eldorado 
Blackberry  some  30  years  ago,  and  it  has 
made  a  worth  while  record,  and  on  ac¬ 
count  of  its  vigor,  productiveness:,  and 
blight  resisting  qualities,  in  our  opinion 
the  Maxine  deserves  a  place  among  our' 
pears,  compared  to  Concord  among  the 
grapes.
